Vleck, manager of the Southern Pacific 
transportation, department, who WHS here 
today, said that arrangements are being 
perfected as rapidly as possible for L 
ose of Beaumont oil for fuel In all the 
locomotives of that system. 
It Is pro- 


posed to tlrst equip the locomotives oper- 
ating on the divisions between Now Or- 
leans and Houston with the new« fuel, 
and when this has been done the locomo- 
tives running between Houston and San 
Antonio-will be likewise equipped. 


The company is also preparing to burn 


oil in the locomotives on all the divisions 
west of El Paso. Already oil la being- 
usied on about 900 miles of the system in 
California. 
Two hundred thousand bar 


r'els of the Beaumont oil haa just been 
shipped to Phoenix, Ariz., where'it was 
placed in storage tanks, to be used by the 
company. The company is boring Its own 
oil wells in the Beaumont field.. It is es- 
timated 
that 
these wells will furnish 


more than enough oil for all the locomo- 
tives on the whole Southern Pacltlc sys- 
tem.

The company is also, constructing four 


large oil storage tanks, each with a ca- 
pacity of more than 1,200,000 gallons.

Chairman Sohst said that Secretary 


Walker, Assistant County Surveyor 
Prather and himself 
had visited the 


line ot the proposed tunnel road. They 
went to the dividing line between Con- 
tra Costa and Alameda counties.

then went to the old entrance to the 
tunnel, where they found a fine spring 
of 
water which could 
be used 
fot 


sprinkling 
the road. Further 
along 


there were other springs, which would 
enable the road to be sprinkled at onn- 
quarter of the cost of sprinkling 
Pish Ranch road. 


All the old bridges on the road hac 


decayed, and Mr. Prather suggested 
that culverts be substituted for the olc 
wooden 
structures.

these culverts would have a carrying 
capacity of only four feet. The ridge 
of the hill was pinched together, In 
said, by nature, to make the cost o 
building the tunnel as slight as pos- 
sible.

In the Adams tract there wa 
a stretch of 1,000 feet which was over 1 
per cent. From the Dunn property up 
the tunnel there was a road with a gra< 
of only 5 per cent. He could assure an 
man starting out with a load that 
would have only a 5 per cent grade t 
pass over. The viewers had decided i 
favor of having the road run through th 
Dunn property. When the viewers came 
to this city they found Mr. Dunn and 
that gentleman had signed giving right 
of way for the road through his property. 
On the Contra Costa side ot the line the 
grade was about ul/i per cent dow.a as far 
as Buckley's. 


OLD AND NEW ROAD. 


The contrast between the road of 5 per 


cent grade and that of the present road, 
experienced in coming back, was most 
noticeable. The viewers had to stop tho 
horses several times for the purpose of 
resting them. 


Mr. Prather had remarked that he was 


very much pleased with the result of the 
day's work, claiming that they had done 
one of the- best day's work that could 
have been done for the county.

The first deeds to the State under the 


new law were executed last year for 
1S94 delinquent taxes. Two-hundred and 
fourteen deeds were executed' to the 
State by Tax Collector Barber.

The redemptions were fewer 
that year than since then 
because

BERKELEY TRUSTEES TO 


ENFORCE LIQUOR LAW 


BERKELEY, July 24.—At the meet- 


ing of the Board of Trustees an ordi- 
nance was adopted by a majority vote 
prohibiting Jhe granting of a license to 
any saloon situated within 300 feet of 
a public school building-, and also- of 
any 
saloon connected to a 
grocery 


store. This 
ordinance did 
not 
go 


through 'without 
friction. 
As first 


drawn up, It -prohibited the licensing of 
saloons within 500 feet of any school- 
house. Trustee R. C. Staats attacked 
the scheme with considerable 
vigor. 


He said that he knew 
of avcertain 


saloon-keeper who had a long-estab- 
lished business within 500 feet of the 
Lorin School, and he thought it very 
unfair to spoil,this man's flourishing 
business.

This was 
not the only 
discussion 


which threatened' to raise the temper- 
ature of the meeting-room. At the pre- 
ceding meeting an ordinance had been 
passed ordering the macadamizing of 
Fourth street, between Channing way 
and Camelia street. 
Last night the 


property-owners of that street 
ap- 


peared at the meeting with blood in 
their eyes and a well-voiced protest. 
The Board bowed before the vehement 
protests and withdrew the ordinance 
by a unanimous vote.

ould not Be disfranchised for the ces- 


sation in running the road without a 
civil case before the courts, and that 
such a case would at present have no 
foundation.
